The ‘Cain’, as it survives, is un- 
doubtedly of native origin. It is as 


much a product of Celto-Scottish .. 


religious thought as is the West- 
minster Confession of Anglo- 
Scottish religious thought in later 
times. Of special interest is the 
fact that “it is”, as Dr. Maclean 
writes, “the apostolate and not the 
primacy of Peter that is recog- 
nized...in the ‘Cain’, and that Pat- 
tick and not the Pope is the ack- 
nowledged vice-regent of God”. 
The ‘Cain’, must therefore, he con- 
siders, be older than the Synod of 
Whitby, which was held in A.D. 
664. 

“Dommach’, “the Lord’s Day”, 
begins, according to the ‘Cain’, at 
vespers on Saturday and continues 
until matins on Monday. This long 
Sunday was, until late in the 19th 
century, still observed in parts of 
the Highland area. The Cain” for- 
bids, during Sunday: Journeying, 
selling, bargaining, com-grinding, 
baking, cutting wood, house clean- 
ing, and all forms of labor. It even 
insists that it is sinful to shave or 
cop hair, to wash or to bathe, to 
walk except to a place of worship, 
and to engage in “aimless rmun- 
ning”. It is, however, permitted to 
go for a physician, to extinguish a 
house fire, to provide food for 
guests, to finish a journey, to 
pursue thieves and other lawbreak- 
ers, “to go to a cry of distress”’, to 
rescue cattle from hounds or a 
quagmire, to go after a swarm of 
bees, to obtain a nurse for a woman 
in travail, to protect farm lands by 
expelling stray animals, etc. Fines 
were imposed for transgressions of 
“the Law of the Lord’s Day”. Al- 
though in the Middle Ages Scot- 
tish clergy and laity may have 
lapsed from the ideals of the 
‘Cain’, the Celtic Church re- 
mained, as Dr. Maclean puts it, 
“theoretically strictly Sabbata- 
rian”. But the common people did 
not wholly forget the Columban 
“Lord’s Day”.

(1868-1940), daughter of the 7th 
Duke of Atholl. It was presented 
to the Library in 1958 by George 
Iain Murray, 10th Duke of Atholl. 

Matheson: This collection of 
177 volumes of mainly philologi- 
cal works, in Gaelic and some non- 
Celtic languages, including a num- 
ber that are extensively annotated. 
They were purchased from the es- 
tate of the late Professor Angus 
Matheson (1912-62), the first pro- 
fessor of Celtic at Glasgow Uni- 
versity. The collection was ex- 
tended in 1988 by a number of im- 
portant works on Highland 
Genealogy, History and Poetry 
from the library of Angus Mathe- 
son’s brother, the Rev. William 
matheson, formerly Reader in the 
Department of Celtic in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. 

Older Printed Books 

Few would deny that books as 
much as land, buildings, paintings 
and other works of art are part of 
what has come to be called “the 
national heritage”, the preserva- 
tion of which now strikes a respon- 
sive note in many quarters. The 
National Library constantly 
searches for rare books about Scot- 
land and acquires them by purch- 
ase, loan or gift. Books presently 
on hand cover a vast number of 
subjects: All forms of industry and 
manufacturing, ancient and mod- 
em, and of course the lives of Scot- 
tish folk - both in the country, ci- 
ties and towns. 

The Library takes every oppor- 
tunity to fulfill its duty to preserve 
and make available books printed 
in Scotland or of Scottish interest 
or association. Since 1710, the 
main source of British and Irish 
books has increasingly become the 
deposits made under the copyright 
acts. Example: a copy of each of

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the two volumes of the Aberdeen 
Breviary (Edinburgh 1510), the 
only surviving large-scale work 
published by Chepman, was pre- 
sented to the Advocates Library in 
the 18th century, and a splendid 
copy of volume I of the same Bre- 
viary, in a 16th century binding, 
was brought to Edinburgh from 
Leningrad and purchased in 1937, 
after surviving four centuries of 
adventure on the continent of Eur- 
ope culminating in the Russian Re- 
volution. Among the collections, 
the richest in Scottish books are 
the Rosebery, Lauriston Castle, 


' Ferguson and Walter B. Blaikie 


Collection, the last being entirely 
devoted to Jacobite material. 

Although they have no direct 
bearing on genealogy, the Library 
has four special collections which 
add interest and character to liter- 
ary works in English. The Mait- 
land Thomson and Bute Collec- 
tions provide a particular strength 
in texts of English plays, including 
copies of the 1st, 2nd and 4th Fo- 
lios of Shakespeare and 17 quarto 
editions of separate plays printed 
before the First Folio appeared in 
1623. 

What does all this related infor- 
mation mean to my readers? What 
bearing does it have on learning 
more about your varied Scottish 
interests? It means you now know 
of a fountainhead of Scottish inter- 
est books which, for most, would 
difficult to locate, let along purch- 
ase. Although our ancestors prac- 
ticed a variety of trades or skills 
the majority adhered to the strict 
Sabbatarianism so long associated 
with Scotland which had its origin 
in the Celtic Church. This is abun- 
dantly proved by the Rev. Dr. Do- 
nald Maclean in his The Law of the 
Lord’ s Day in the Celtic Church. 
He has made an in-depth study of 
the Gaelic manuscript Cain Dom- 
naig (Law of the lord’s Day), 
which in its present literary form 
dates back to the beginning of the

703, Springfield, 
IL 62703-2449 has written for 
The Goingsnake Messinger this 
article concerning how Chero- 
kee names become corrupted. 

Mr. Gentry writes that at the 
recent Carrselowey-Duncan 
reunion the subject of George 
Carselowey came up. He was 
the great great grandfather of 
most of those attending the 
reunion. Many of the family 


members have been always 
told that his name was French 
and that he disappeared while 
traveling to St. Louis. Re- 
search into records of the 
French community for the 
name Carselowey yielded no 
information.

Carselowey/Carrselowey was a 
corruption of an indian name, 
such as Tsa-la-gee into Chero- 
kee, It seems that the white 
man.and roll takers like to put 
in “¢’s” and “‘r’s”.. Recently the 
Eastern Trails Museum of Vin- 
ita, Oklahoma, published a 
book or articles written by O.B. 
Campbell. In one of the arti- 
cles on the history of the Carse- 
lowey School District, he tells 
of the family coming to Indian 
Territory before the Trail of 
Tears, by way of Texas and II- 
linois. He also states that the 
pronunciation is Cars-a-low- 
ee. 

This information led Mr. 
Gentry to the Drennen Roll In- 
dex for similar names. There 
were a couple. Mr. Gentry 
contacted Sue Parham of Las 
Vegas, New Mexico and Tom 
Duncan of Midwest City, Okla- 


homa. Sue has obtained a 
microfilm and has sent the fol- 
lowing information (which also 
shows how the roll makers cor- 
rupted the information) - but do 
remember in 1851 the informa- 
tion was hand-written in script 
by persons who were not the 
best spellers and the Indian 
names were mostly written 
down phonetically: John 
Ross’s Indian name, now 
known as Cooweescoowee, on 
the Tompkins roll is Koowe- 
skoowe. George Guess, better 
known as Sequoyah, now has 
an “R” added to be Dequoryah. 
Also, we find three listings of 
Cah sa Lah we, and a Cah sah 
lo wee.

The earliest Craigs known 
originated in antiquity and in 
the northeastern lands of Scot- 
land. This being the land of the 
Picts, they are considered to 
have derived from that ancient 
group. The Picts settled Scot- 
land many centuries B.C. That 
being so, the Craigs are of the 
most ancient of peoples in 
Scotland. 

They were first prominent in 
the area of Aberdeenshire. La- 
ter the major branch spread 
south to the area of Edinburgh, 
then on to Lanarkshire and 
Ayrshire. The seat of this . 
group became Riccarton, 
which is near Edinburgh. The 
leader (Chieftainship) of that 
branch, as recognized by the 
Crown, was Thomas Craig, the 
progenitor of the families who 
held the Riccarton Estate for 
many years. He and his de- 
scendants played an important 
part in the advancement, eco- 
nomically and otherwise, of not 
only their own area, but that of 
all Scotland. Pe i 

The Craigs down through 
the ages. have not only distin- 
guished themselves in the intel- 
lectual arena, but also on the 
field of battle. There was the 
battle of Culblean in Novem- 
ber, 1335, where they not only 
book part, but were considered 
to be the decisive factor in win- 
ning. They later joined the 
Covenanters with whom they 
fought a number of winning 
battles against the English. 
Such difficulties from the En- 
glish drove many to Northern 
Ireland and from there to 
America. : 

Again, in America, those 
true blooded and Lowlander 
Scots fought against the Engl- 
ish. In numerous battles they 
fought the British and their 
Highlander Regiments, win- 
ning many more times. Such 
were the battles of New Or- 
leans and Kings Mountain. 

The British just could not 
understand how to fight those 
Scoteh-Irish Lowlanders, back- 
woods pioneers of America. It 
has been calculated that ap- 
proximately one third of 
Washington’s Army during the 
Revolution were of those 
Scotch-Irish. 

Thus, in the end, it is good to

Colquitt County courthouse judged 
most “perfect” of Georgia’s 159! 


Middle-aged men do strange 
things for no apparent reason. 
Why else would a 58-year-old li- 
brarian set out on a 6,300 mile 
quest by motorcycle to find Geor- 
gia’s perfect county courthouse? 
The criteria for “perfect” were en- 
tirely mine. They were: 

1. The winner had to look like a 
courthouse, not like an office 
building. (Sorry, big counties.) 

2. I would not set foot in a 
single one of Georgia’s 159 court- 
houses. Hence, function would 
play no part in my decision. Form 
was everything. 

3. Courthouses without clocks 
and towers would have to be fan- 
tasuc in order to merit a second 
look. 

4. I would not attempt a cop out. 
No ties, no close seconds, just a 
plain old fashioned winner. 

5. Anyone who felt I might be 
wrong would be invited to buy 
their own motorcycle and retrace 
my joumey. 

Since I am now a self-declared 
expert on Georgia courthouses, I 
would like to make a few general 
comments before announcing the 
winner, 

The worst mistake a county can 
make is to tear down or abandon 
its courthouse. Save that court- 
house. Even it if must be used just 
as a courtroom and a clerk’s office, 
it will always be worth the money 
spent to save it. 

The next worst mistake is to 
build a courthouse that does not 
look like a courthouse. There are 
many of these courthouses and 
they all look like the health depart- 
ment annex rather than a court- 
house. Counties that have recently 
built courthouses include Grady 
and Worth counties. 

The third mistake is to put some 
awful addition onto a perfectly 
zood courthouse. I did not see 
even one halfway good example of 
an addition to an existing 
courthouse. 

Another thing is that a really 
good courthouse requires some 
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The most perfect (and we 
think, the most beautiful) 
courthouse in Georgia. It’s 
in Moultrie, Georgia! 


open space around it. Great court- 
houses need to look like they are at 
the summit and center of their 
counties, 

Based on my rules and on my 
own deep down feeling, the winner 
is the Colquitt County courthouse 
in Moultrie. Look at it. Big, 
proud, looking like a courthouse 
from all four sides. A building that 
stands as a center of the county. 

Colquitt County’s Courthouse 
in Moultrie was completed in 1902 
(at a cost of $27,000) and remod- 
eled from two to three stories in 
1940 by the federal Public Works 
Administration. It is the third 
courthouse to be erected on the 
site. 

Here is some information 
gleaned from my courthouse tour: 
Of the 159 courthouses, 76 have 
clocks (they don’t all work), 11 are 
one story tall and 92 have col- 
umns. Only two look enough alike 
to be mistaken for the other: 
Mitchell and Troup counties. 

Finally, 23 county seats begin 
with the letter C,and 22 counties 
begin with the letter C.

As part of the cemetery 
survey undertaken by the Old 
Darlington District Genealogi- 
cal Society while surveying 
that portion of Florence 
County, South Carolina that 
was once part of Darlington 
District, the group is attempt- 
ing to identify as many of the 
unknown soldiers buried in 
The Florence National Cemet- 
ery as possible. The Florence 
National Cemetery is located 
on the former site of the Flor- 
ence Confederate Prison Stock- 
ade. Many of the Union pris- 
oners were transferred to Flor- 
ence from the more infamous 
Andersonville Prison in Geor- 
gia in 1864. The first burial 
occurred in September, 1864. 
Over 2,300 Union soldiers died 
and were interred there in long 
trenches. In 1865 this site was 
established as a_ National 
Cemetery. The identities of a 
small number of soldiers is 
known, including that of 
Florena Budwin. Florena Bud- 
win, of Pennsylvania, followed 
her husband into the Union ser- 
vice disguised as a man. She 
was taken prisoner after the 
death of her husband. She died 
in January 1865 at the Florence 
Stockade is is believed to be 
buried there. 
~ Identities of the soldiers bur- 
ied in The Florence National 
‘Cemetery may be ascertained 
in the pension applications of 
the widows of these soldiers as 
there will be information con- 
cerning the death of the Union 
soldier. Many times the date of 
death, as well as the place of 
death will be noted. Many Un- 
ion Army unit histories pub- 
lished after the war will contain 
information on each member of 
the unit. If the soldier died in 
prison, that is usually noted 
with the location given.

VA will provide a headstone 
for the unmarked grave of any 
veteran, and if you are aware of 
any grave that fits that categ- 
ory, by all means get the 


, marker that he or she is entitled 


to have. You do not have to be 
a relative to obtain a govern- 
ment marker for a known 
grave. 

In addition, any veteran 
whose remains have not been 
recovered or identified, is eligi- 
ble for a marker identical to the 
regular one, except for the 
words, “IN MEMORY OF” at 
the top of the marker. Like the 
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Department of Veteran’s Affairs offers markers 


regular VA marker, it includes 
an emblem of faith (including 
the Southern Cross if so speci- 
fied), name, rank, military unit, 
birth and death dates and the 
designation KIA (killed in ac- 
tion) if that is the case. These 
“memorial” markers are pro- 
vided free, to a relative recog- 
nized as next of kin, for instal- 
lation in a private or national 
cemetery. For those who died 
in wars long past, even a dis- 
tant cousin suffices for next of 
kin. 


In all instances, installation 
is at family expense; however, 
the Sons of Confederate Veter- 
ans, Sons of Union Veterans or 
other patriotic organization is 
usually willing to install the 
marker to avoid the expense of 
having a monument company 
do the job. (the 20-pound 
bronze marker can be easily in- 
stalled by virtually anyone, us- 
ing a bag of quick-setting con- 
crete mix.) These patriotic or-

When you buy a map, get 
two of them - one to use and 
one to keep for your files. 


we. 
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First, put your using map face 
down on the ironing board or 
table - a flat surface. On top of 
the map put a layer of thick 
plastic like a dry cleaner’s bag. 


Top that with an old piece of 
cloth like an old sheet. Press 
with an iron set at the tempera- 
ture of the cloth. This is an up- 
and-down motion. Do not iron 
back and forth. Just press 
down and move the iron to a 
new place. Do this over the en- 
tire surface of the map. This 
will melt the plastic and bond 
the paper of the map to the 
piece of cloth: When it is all 
bonded, trim around the edge 
of the map and cloth. Your 
map can be folded, rolled or 
bent.and it will not be harmed.

] LANDMANSHAFTN AND FAMILY CIRCLES 


A landsmanschaftn is an association of Jewish immigrants who share the common background of family and/or 
town origin which often provided mutual aid, fund raising and burial services for members. They provided them 
_ with cultural and political activities as well as help with adjusting to the new language of their adopted country. 
These societies often tried to integrate the immigrant into American life. Members are known as l/andsleit or land- 
slayt (landsmann is singular). 

A survey is undertaken by the WPA Yiddish Writers’ Group over 50 years ago found that landsmanshaftn could 
be categorized into these main groups: religious landsmanshaftn formed around synagogues; those societies not 
formed around religious organizations; women’s societies; locality-based branches national groups i.e. Workmen’s 
Circle (Jewish socialist and cultural-oriented fraternal order organized in 1900); named societies and family circles 
identified with a family or an individual held in high regard; emergency committees; and those based on occupation 
i.e. Shomrim societies. Records of these groups can be very useful for genealogical research because they often 
contained names, birth dates and places, marriages and family histories of their members. 

Religious-based landsmanshaftn offered members burial services such as preparing the dead with traditional 
bathing and clothing. When looking for burial plots of ancestors, it is helpful to contact their landsmanshaftn orga- 
nization because they often bought group plots in larger cemeteries for their members. Not only will you find your 
relative, but many of their friends and perhaps other distantly related relatives who were brought over to the gol- 
dene Medina (literally, “golden country”, but it meant “America - the land of freedom, justice and opportunity) by 
your family member. 

Lists of locality-based societies and contacts can be found at Yad Vashem in Israel (take care, because several of 
the contacts are no longer available). The forthcoming updated and revised edition of Sallyann Sack’s A Guide to 
Jewish Genealogical Research in Israel has a section devoted to lists of locality-based landsmanshaftn societies. 

One Workmen’s Circle Home in a suburb of Philadelphia went from its opening in 1950 by an immigrant popu- 
lation to a dwindling group over the next 30 years until taken over by an interested group of local Jewish citizens in 
1983. It could not stay solvent and was put up on the auction block in 1993. The records kept by this society con- 
tained information about the society as well as personnel records, resident’s records, census, yearbooks and family 
histories and photographs of members. 

The David Kantrowitz Family Benevolent Association was incorporated in 1909 by descendants of Russian-bom 
Mirke (Miriam) Becker to unite her lineal descendants by blood or marriage, to aid members with free loans, to 
commemorate the memory of departed members and to contribute to charities. This is an example of a landsman- 
shaftn society identified by a family member: . 

If your Jewish ancestors were employed by a law enforcement agency, either in Philadelphia or New York, 
chances are they belonged to a Shomrim society, the Jewish Fraternal Order for Police and Fire departments. 
“Shomrim” is the Hebrew word for “guardian” and today there are 27 national such societies. For more informa- 
tion, see Chronicles, newsletter of the JGS Philadelphia, Autumn, 1994. 

A good source for the availability of records from a particular landsmanshaftn organization is A Guide to 
YIVO’s Landsmanshaftn Archive by Rosalline Schwartz and Susan Milamed, YIVO Institute for Jewish Re- 
search, NY, 1986. YIVO, the library and archive of information on East European Jews, in the process of moving 
it’s archives and the temporary address is: 555 West 57th St., New York, NY, 10019. By early 1996 they hope to 
be in their new, permanent headquarters at 15 West 16th St., sharing the facilities with the Leo Baeck Institute, the 
American Jewish Historical Society and the Yeshiva University Museum.

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Garcia is the third most frequent Spanish surname in the United 
States, carried by over 660,000 individuals. In Spain, it is the most 
popular and widespread surname, found extensively also in every 
Latin American country. 

The original spelling of the names was GARCES, from an Ar- 
vonese name for the ancient kings of Sobarbe and Navarre. Used 
as a first name, Garces was the Spanish form of Gerald which 
means “speak and firm.” 

The name in Basque signifies “fox” and “prince of gracious ap- 
pearance” in Spanish. Early history in Spain finds Sancho garcia, 
the Count of Castille. He was more commonly known as Sancho 
III, who lived from 965 - 1035. He acquired the surname Garcia as 
a tribute to his abilities and appearance. 

There were fifteen Garcias who served with Cortes during the 
1519 conquest. By the year 1680, there were at least 25 Garcia 


families living in Mexico City.

Vincent (Tony) Garcia, a resident of Thousand Oaks, Califor- 
nia, traces his direct line back to an Antonio Garcia who married 
Beatrice del Rio on the 29th October 1714 in Lagos de Moreno, Ja- 
lisco. Lagos de Moreno was founded in 1563 by 63 families. The 
town was given the title of Villa, identifying it as a Spanish 
settlement. 

Mr. Garcia’s great grandfather, Pedro Garcia, was the great 
great grandson of the original ancestor. His grandfather, also 
named Pedro, Pedro Garcia de Anda married Maria Reynoso 
Franco on the 15th of February 1890 in a town to the north of La- 
gos de Moreno, the town of Teocaltiche. 

Grandfather Pedro’s major occupation was as a tailor who spe- 
cialized in the fancy men’s style of “Charro”. To this day, the po- 
pularized western cowboy shirts, tight pants and large hats are bor- 
rowed versions from the “Charro” look which originated in the Ja- 
lisco area. Mr. Garcia said, “I can remember visiting my 
Grandfather in Mexico and watching him do the fine detail, thread 
designs and silver work.” 

In 1917, Mr. Garcia’s father, Juan Garcia, then 17, traveled to 
Globe, Arizona. Fleeing to the United States was expedient. In 
trying to protect the chastity of their wives and daughters, some 
Garcia men had shot and killed revolutionary soldiers. Juan Gar- 
cia found a job working in the mines. However, because he was 
the only one that could read and write, he was quickly elevated to 
umekeeper. 

In 1919 he moved to San Bernardino. Juan Garcia worked in 
the Santa Fe Round House as a boiler maker for the SantaFe Com- 
pany - welding and riveting as needed. While still working as a 
boiler maker, Juan again used his reading and writing skills. He 
started a grocery store, first part time and then full time. Two 
years later, he married Mr. Garcia’s mother, Esperanza Gonzales, 
on the 31st of October, 1921 in San Bernardino. The family 
remained. 

Mr. Vincent (Tony) Garcia is married to Mary Marquez. “The 
funny thing,” Mr. Garcia said, “is that Mary’s mother is also from 
Teocaltiche. We didn’t know that. The same little, small town in 
Mexico. One of the things that surprised me in doing my research 

was that I thought I just came from an unknown insignificant little

Mexican War Site 
Preserved 

As most of the battles in the 
Mexican War, 1846-47, were 
within the present boundaries 
of Mexico, Mexican War sites 
in the United States are few. 
Therefore, the dedication of the 
Palo Alto Battlefield National 
Historic Site on May 8, 1993, 
on the 147th anniversary of the, 
battle in South Texas was parti- 
cularly significant. 

Thomas B. Carroll, superin- 
tendent of the battlefield, 
stated; “The heart of this issue 
is how we can sensitively and 
accurately interpret the Battle 
of Palo Alto and the Mexican- 
American War from the per- 
spectives of both Mexico and 
the United States. The story 
cannot be told accurately if the 
views and the historical data of 
only ‘one Romney are 
presented.” 

Many officials point out that 
the war, which cost Mexico 
half its territory, is still a sensi- 
live issue in Mexico. Many 
Mexicans call it the “War of 
American Intervention”. Yet, 
the Mexican War was impor- 
tant for the United States. It 
truly won the West by extend- 
ing the boundaries of the Un- 
ited States to the Pacific Ocean.

1816: the year without a summer, lots more 


As a result of the eruption of 
the Tamboro Volcano in Java 
in 1815, 12,000 island resi- 
dents lost their lives. The vol- 
cano is also probably to blame 
for an unusual weather pattern 
the following year in North 
America, resulting in mass 
migrations of people trying to 
avoid the ensuing climactic 
anomalies. 

The summer of 1816 was un- 
usually cold, with killing frosts 
and even snowfall destroying 
newly-planted crops through- 
out the United States. June and 
July were the coldest months - 
19 states had snow in June! 
There were no fall harvests; 
animals and people starved; 
wild animals ravaged the fron- 
tier. Not understanding the 
meteorological causes, people 
blamed the Wrath of God for 
their hardships. Some, desti- 
tute and despondent, commit- 
ted suicide. 

By 1817, the climate had re- 
turned to normal. However, 
many had moved to warmer

Charles Andera (also spelled 
Karel in the Czech manner) 
was a craftsman in Spillville, 
Iowa from 1875 until his death 
in 1929. Among his products 
were cast metal grave marker 
crosses which were distributed 
widely throughout the United 
States, where Czech and Slo- 
vak settlers lived. Andrew 
crosses have been verified in 
Iowa, Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraka, 
Texas, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin. No explanation or method 
of how such distribution might 
have been accomplished is 
known. 

Andrea crosses are found ex- 
clusively in Bohemian or Ger- 
man Roman Catholic cemete- 
ries, but the. size and weight of 
them must have made them 
both expensive and awkward to 
ship for long distances. 

Andrea crosses are cast in at

least 14 different styles and 
sizes. They are marked on the 
back in at least 22 different 
ways. Crosses continued to be 
manufactured even after An- 
drea’s death in 1929, at least 
dates after that date have been 
found on crosses.

Symbols on the front of the 
crosses vary. Included in the 
known examples are such 
things as angels, crucifixes, 
skull and crossed bones, crown 
pierced by a cross, Lamb of 
God, the Sacred Heart of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary and a 
praying Madonna. Cross arms 
have fleur de lis and quatrefoil 
decorations.
